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Civil Works Augment Military Projects in Fort Worth District 


Above—Three of the large projects in the Fort Worth District of

An active program of civil works un- 
der jurisdiction of the Fort Worth Dis- 
trict, Corps of Engineers, which in- 
cludes construction of nine major flood 
control projects, has been supplemented 
in recent months by a program of mili- 
tary construction at numerous Army 
and Air Force installations in Texas. 

When the Fort Worth District was 
established in April 1950, its District En- 
gineer, Col. Delbert B. Freeman, and his 
staff assumed charge of a $150,000,000 in- 
land flood control program. 

Included were the following dam and 
reservoir projects: San Angelo, on the 
North Concho River; Whitney, on the 
Brazos; Belton, on the Leon; Dam “B"”, 
on the Neches; and Grapevine, Garza- 
Little Elm, Lavon and Benbrook, as well 
as the Fort Worth Floodway, on the up- 
per Trinity River. 

Largest of all the civil projects is the 
$42,000,000 Whitney Dam and Reservoir 
in North-Central Texas, near Hillsboro. 
Work on the project was initiated in 
May 1947, when Standard Paving Com- 
pany of Tulsa, Oklahoma, began con- 
struction on the first portion of the 
earth embankment. This contract was 
completed 11 months later. 

Early in 1948, a $16,000,000 contract 
was awarded to L. P. Reed Construction 
Co. of Meridan, Texas, for the earth em- 
bankment and construction of the con- 
crete spillway and non-overflow sections. 
In all, the contractor placed more than 
one million cubic yards of fill required 
in the 18,000 foot long earth embank- 
ment. More than 500,000 cubic yards of 
concrete were placed in the 824 foot long 
eoncrete spillway and the

This relo- 
cation was done in cooperation with the 
Texas State Highway Department. 

Work yet to be accomplished at the 
Whitney project includes construction of 
hydro-electric power facilities and relo- 
cation of roads, power lines, railroads, 
etc. 

One of the longest dams in the State 
of Texas is the San Angelo Dam, which 
the Fort Worth District is presently 
bringing to completion. Also begun in 
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1947, the San Angelo project’s ultimate 
cost will approximate $15,150,000. 

The San Angelo dam extends 
37,540 feet, or over seven miles in length, 
and has a maximum height of 128 feet 
above the stream bed. 

The reservoir, when storage is com- 
menced, will have a normal length of ap- 
proximately 8.5 miles, and will be about 
2.5 miles wide. 

The San Angelo Dam stands today as 
a barrier against floods which may sweep 
down the North Concho. Deliberate stor- 
age of water will be commenced some- 
time in 1952 after all necessary real 
estate has been acquired. 

Deep in East Texas, still another of 
the Corps of Engineers’ flood control 
projects stands virtually complete. This 
is the Dam “B” on the Neches River, 
near Jasper. Considerably smaller than 
either the Whitney or Sdn Angelo proj- 
ects, Dam “B” is a unit for flood control 
on the Neches-Angelina rivers water- 
shed. It is the first of a series of flood 
control projects proposed for ultimate 
construction on this watershed. 

Cost of the Dam “B” project, when 
totally complete, will approximate $7,- 
345,000, of which the sum of $2,000,000 
has already been contributed by the 
Lower Neches Valley Authority. 

The dam is a compacted earth struc- 
ture with a concrete section in the river 
channel. It has a gross length of 6,867 
feet and a maximum height of 45 feet 
above stream bed. 

Newest of the Fort Worth District’s 
flood control projects is the Belton Dam 
and Reservoir near Belton, in Central 
Texas. 

Work on this $17,750,000 dam and reser- 
voir began in July 1949, after Hunter 
Construction Co. of Ada, Okla. was 
awarded a $200,000 contract for the first 
portion of the earth embankment. This 
was followed in February 1950 by award 
of a contract to Winston Brothers, of 
Minneapolis for construction of the con- 
crete outlet works and a service bridge. 
This was a $1,896,391 contract which 
called for excavation of about 164,200 
cubic yards of material, and placing of 
2,000 tons of reinforcing steel and 43,930 
cubic yards of concrete. 

When completed, the Belton Dam will 
have a total length of 7,120 feet and will 
rise about 191 feet above the Leon River 
bed. 

Work remaining to be accomplished at 


some 


the Belton project includes construction 
of the spillway and completion of the 
earth embankment, clearing of reser- 
voir area and relocations of telephone 
and electric lines, highways, etc. 

In the Fort Worth-Dallas area, the 
Fort Worth District is directing con- 
struction of four dams which will tame 
the upper Trinity River, long a flooding 
trouble-maker. All projects were placed 
under construction during the past four 
years. 

Almost completed is the $11,700,000 
Benbrook Dam project, on the southwest 
outskirts of Fort Worth. Benbrook is 
about 9,200 feet long. The embankment 
rises about 130 feet above the stream 
bed. Flood waters to be stored in the 
reservoir will be discharged via a 13 
foot diameter gate-controlled conduit. 
Two 30 inch outlets will be used for re- 
lease of conservation storage. 

In northeast Tarrant County, near the 
town of Grapevine, the Engineers’ Grape- 
vine Dam and Reservoir project, an $11,- 
664,000 undertaking, currently is more 
than 70 per cent complete. 

Work on Grapevine Dam, on Denton 
Creek, a tributary of the Trinity’s Elm 
Fork, was begun in January 1948. 

During this past summer, work began 
on closure of the dam across Denton 
Creek on which an estimated 2,000,000 
cubic yards of earth needed. Once 
closure work has been completed, a 26- 
foot roadway is slated for construction 
across the crest of the embankment 

Largest and newest of the four upper 
Trinity projects is the Garza-Little Elm 
Dam and near Lewisville in 
the vicinity of Dallas. This project, like 
other Corps of Engineers flood control 
works, will protect the rich 
farmlands and important industrial 
and cities lying below from dis- 
astrous floods. 

When completed, this dam's 
structure, consisting of an earthfill 
bankment and concrete spillway, will be 
over six miles long. It will have a max- 
imum height of 125 feet above stream 
bed. 

The third major construction contract 
at Garza-Little Elm awarded last 
May to a Dallas firm, Texas Construc- 
tion Co. This $1,578,732 contract involves 
construction of the outlet works. The 
fourth and latest major contract (and 
the third one for work on the embank-

Dallas County, Texas, is pushing a $22,-

Old Man Winter pulls no punches and 
plays no favorites. He packs an icy fist 
and blows a cold, cold blast. One thing 
you can bank on for sure: 

Winter downtime will cost you money 
unless you winter-condition your crawler 
tractors right now. 

Cold weather repairs are difficult to 
make in the field. 

The strain of low temperature starting 
and the use of incorrect grades of oil 
often turns small break- 
downs. 

So don’t even try just “getting by” this 
winter. Start your preventive mainte- 
nance program for crawlers at the first 
opportunity before the cold sets in. 

Check for Leaks, Wash Down 

The very first thing to do is to check 
for oil leaks. Look for collections of new 
oily dirt in odd places. And in the case 
of a dirty engine, look for places where 
leaking has streaked the dirt. Make the 
same Careful visual inspection of the en- 
gine transmission and final drive hous- 
ings, the sprocket gear and track rollers. 


defects into 


The next step is to clean the tractor 
and engine--for four basic reasons: Aids 
proper cooling of engine; Oil leaks show 
up faster; Decreases fire hazard; Gives 
operator more pride in his tractor. 

Proper engine cooling is especially im- 
portant in cold weather operation be- 
cause the lighter winter oils run hotter 
than heavier oils. The oil film protecting 
moving parts gets thinner as oil tempera- 
ture rises. Therefore, any crankcase dirt 
pack left on impedes proper cooling of 
light oils reducing their lubricating effec- 
tiveness. 

Cleaning can be done with high pres- 
sure hose or steam. However, a two inch 
low-pressure steam is preferable. Wipe 
off the bad spots with diesel oil or kero- 
sene. Using low-pressure water eliminates 
the possibility of damage to any gaskets 
or seal points. 

Lubrication System 

In going over the lubrication system 
for winter, begin at the crankcase. En- 
gine oil gets heavy with use because the 
light ends of the oil burn off in combus- 
tion leaving the heavier base oil.

In fact, if high-viscosity lubricants are 
left in too long, they will lose good lubri- 
cating characteristics and tend to “chan- 
nel” around the moving parts so that the 
parts run dry. As these units heat up in 
use, dirty oil on outside of housing is 
sucked inside through any seal leaks or 
the ventilator. 

Metal-wear particles also become mixed 
in lubricant. If there is ary doubt of this, 
magnetize a rat-tale file and stick it in 
the housing. It will come out covered 
with metal particles that can cause ser- 
ious wear. 

For these reasons drain the lubricant 
without fail even though the units ap- 
pear full. Then put in flushing oil, not 
kerosene or diesel fuel, and run tractor 
15 minutes, not under load. Drain or re- 
fill in accordance with manufacturer’s 
recommendation. 

Next, refill the lubricating gun with 
the proper lubricant and force old lubri- 
cant out of track rollers with new. Fol- 
low this with a complete chassis lubrica- 
tion. Wipe off excess lubricant. It gathers 
dirt and is sometimes drawn back into 
lubricated point by heat. This causes 
rapid wear. 

Electrical System 

Clean battery terminals with solution 
of warm water and baking soda using a 
wire brush. Dab grease or special paste 
on terminals and tighten them.

Also check specific gravity of cells with 
hydrometer. Water level should be, 
brought up with distilled water. Con- 
tinual low water in battery is an indica- 
tion of an overcharge condition which 
calls for corrective action by authorized 
repair personnel. 

Look for worn-out brushes on the com- 
mutator and generator armature. Here 
again, repairs should be made only by 
distributor's mechanics. 

Voltage regulator, starter and genera- 
tor should be checked, and ad- 
justed. This can be done effectively only 
by a qualified mechanic using proper 
testing equipment. This equipment is 
portable however, and can be taken to 
the job-site by most distributors. 

In case of a bad connection of corro- 
sion, voltage regulator would not work 
properly causing high and low 
batteries. Indications of this are contin- 
ual low water in battery and premature 
wear of commutator and brushes.

Combustion System 

For fast starts and peak efficiency dur- 
ing winter, there’s nothing more im- 
portant than proper adjustment of the 
combustion system. Start »y cleaning 
plugs and properly spacing the gap. 
Check all spark plug wires and connec- 
tions. 

Adjust or replace magneto or distribu- 
tor points as needed. Clean magneto im- 
pulse coupling with kerosene and lubri- 
cate with a light oil. SAE No. 10 is satis- 
factory in most cases. 

Don’t overlook the air cleaner. It should 
be removed and disassembled. Wash out 
with diesel fuel or kerosene. Reassemble 
and fill with recommended grade of oil, 
usually the same as that used in crank- 
case. 

Be sure to check all air cleaner con- 
nections to inlet manifold. See if leaks 
are indicated and make repairs where 
necessary.

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sembly buildings such as churches and 
theatres; $53,935,000 for office structures 
and the $53,681,000 for commercial build- 
ing. 

Public building so far this year remains 
at practically the same figure as in the 
first ten months of 1950, The current total 
is $715,632,000; the aggregate for the com- 
parable period of 1950, $716,645,000. 

Public buildings, with a totaling of 
$386,367,000, are ahead of the value for 
similar structures in the ten-month peri- 
od of last year, when the total amounted 
to $370,337,060. It is in the school build- 
ing field where a decline has occurred. 
The current total for schools is $329,265,- 
000. Last year at this time, it was $346,- 
128,000. 

Heavy engineering construction is up. 
The $708,554,000 figure for the first ten 
months of 1951 is sixty-six per cent above 
its counterpart of last year. Included in 
the current total are $529,250,000 for 
dams, drainage, earthwork and airports; 
$125,636,000 for sewer and water work 
and $53,668,000 for government electric 
projects. 

The $529,250,000 for dams, drainage, 
earthwork and airports is more than two 
and one-half times the size of its com- 
parable figure of last year. Sewer and 
water work, with the $125,636,000 total, 
represents a six per cent increase. Gov- 
ernment electric work has decreased to 
practically one-half the value at this 
time in 1950. 

Highway construction in the January- 
October period is valued at a figure about 
five per cent greater than the slightly 
over five hundred million dollars regis- 
tered at this time last year. The current 
$531,960,000 includes more than one hun- 
dred million dollars in Texas projects and 
about three quarters of that amount for 
work in Florida. 

October’s $351,721,000 consists of $114,- 
093,000 for industrial projects; $98,192,- 
000 for private building; $60,625,000 for 
highways and bridges; $44,429,000 for 
public building and $34,382,000 for sewer 
and water work. 

The two privately financed categories, 
industrial projects and private building 
with their combined total of $212,285,000, 
show rises in value. The other three, 
public building, heavy engineering and 
highways and bridges decreased. 

Industrial projects reported in the con- 
tract stage in October show a value four 
times the size of similar work in Septem- 
ber. Largest the $25,000,000 plant 
placed under contract at Valdosta, Ga., 
by National Container Corp. A Gulf Oil 
ethylene plant at Port Arthur was esti- 
mated to involve a $10,000,000 expendi- 
ture. Notable additions in other industries 
were also in the news. 

Private building, which more than 
doubled in October, was made up of $69,- 
521,000 in residential construction; $12,- 
652,000 in assembly building; $8,412,000 
for commercial building and $7,607,000 for 
office building. All show increases. 

Public building, total $44,429,000, in- 
cluded $25,862,000 for schools and $18,- 
567,000 for government buildings. Both 
categories were down—the one, eleven 
per cent; the other, forty per cent.

South Gets $143,624,843 for Floods, Rivers, Harbors 


Civil works appropriations made by 
Congress for the 1952 fiscal year will to- 
tal $581,217,713, according to Lt. Gen 
Lewis A. Pick, chief of Army Engineers, 
who revealed that flood control projects 
will receive $388,544,100; river and harbor 
improvements, $192,657,613. 

Construction funds for individual proj- 
ects, most under way, total $478,376,713. 
This includes $306,184,100 in the general 
flood control program; $125,192,613 for 
the rivers and harbors program and $46,- 
600,000 for the River and 
tributaries. 

The South will get $143,624,843 under 
the present program. Of this, $106,229,000 
will be for flood and $37,395,843 
for river and harbor work. 

Allocations for the individual 
below the Mason and Dixon line 
Alabama, $4,000,000; Arkansas, $ 
000; Florida, $16,475,843; Georgia, 
270,000; Kentucky, $12,008,000; Louisiana, 
$7,479,000; Maryland, $1,800,000; Missis- 
sippi, $773,000; Missouri, $3,330,000; North 
Carolina, $17,000,000; Oklahoma, 

000; Tennessee, 50,000; Texas, 
000; Virginia, $2,960,000. 

Funds are provided for 
construction on three multiple purpose 
reservoir projects, which also will have 
facilities for production of hydro-electric 
These are Old Hickory dam and 
lock in Tennessee, the Dalles dam and 
lock in Oregon and Washington and 
Gavins Point reservoir in South Dakota 
and Nebraska. Work will also begin on 
projects at Pine Bluff, Ark. and Quinby 
Creek, Virginia. 

The breakdown for the general flood 
control work includes $306,184,000 for 
construction, $5,260,000 for operation and 
$1,000,000 each for Section 
205 projects and planning, $800,000 for 
snagging and clearing and $500,000 for 
emergency bank protection. 

Flood contro! on the Mississippi River 
and tributaries will get $60,500,000 or 
$46,000,000 for construction and $14,500,- 
000 for maintenance, 

The $192,657,613 for rivers and harbors 
includes $125,192,613 for construction, 
$61,287,500 for maintenance, operation 
and care, $5,677,500 for current expenses 
and $500.000 for planning. 

The $46,000,000 Mississippi River work 
in Illinois, Missouri, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Louisiana, Arkansas and Mississippi 
is the largest for an individual program. 
Others in the South the $18,000,000 
for the Clark Hill Reservoir in Georgia; 
$17,000.000 for Buggs Island reservoir in 
Virginia and North Carolina; $14,960,000 
for Bull Shoals reservoir in Arkansas

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Machinery Distributors Meet at Washington 


Construction machinery distributors 
from Maryland, North Carolina, Virginia, 
West Virginia and the District of Colum- 
bia last month met at the Mayflower 
Hotel, Washington, to attend the annual 
meeting of Region IV of the Associated 
Equipment Distributors. O. W. Robinson 
is regional director. 

Highlight of the program, which was 
devoted entirely to the “Outlook for Dis- 
tributors Under the Defense Program,” 
was a panel discussion participated in 
by M. B. Garber, director, and C. J. Har- 
ing, deputy director of the construction 
machinery division of the National Pro- 
duction Authority; Harry L. Teal, of 
Highway Machinery & Supply Co., Inc., 
Richmond, Va.; L. C. Basham of West 
Virginia Tractor & Equipment Co., 
Charleston, W. Va.; K. O. Hobbs, of Con- 
tractors Service Co., Charlotte, N. C., 
and J. H. McClung, Jr., of McClung-Logan 
Equipment Co., Baltimore, Md. 

Distributors were particularly inter- 
ested to learn that prospects for im- 
provement in delivery of new equipment 
looks very promising during early 1952. 
Present plans call for elimination of all 
priorities for equipment except for mili- 
tary use.

Through such voluntary co- 
operation the need for government con- 
trols may be held to a bare minimum. 

Speaker at the banquet, which was at- 
tended by United States senators, repre- 
sentatives and defense jagency officials, 
was Harry J. Hush, of Griffin Equipment 
Co., New York, and Associated Equip- 
ment Distributors vice-president, who 
talked on “Importance of Construction 
Machinery Distributors to the Defense 
Program.” 

Mr. Hush stressed the engineering as- 
sistance in selection and application of 
equipment, maintenance of parts stocks 
and trained service personnel for keeping 
construction and industrial equipment go- 
ing in the field.

Transposing these storms and another 
centered at Hearne, Texas, 100 miles 
northwest in June-July, 1899, when 34.5 
inches of rain fell in sixty hours, indi- 
cated discharges were 517,000 and 387,000 
second feet, respectively.

The structure will be an industrial type 
building with concrete foundation, struc- 
tural steel framing, with exterior walls of 
brick wainscoat to ceiling height and in- 
sulated metal panel siding. The roof will 
be constructed of an insulated steel deck. 

The office building will provide space 
for supervisory personnel, engineers, tech- 
nicians, manufacturers’ representatives, 
and others directly concerned with the 
operation of the engine test facility. This 
structure will provide a gross area of 19,- 
190 square feet. The foundation and struc- 
tural frame of this building will be rein- 
forced concrete. Exterior walls will be 
face brick. Lightweight concrete will be 
used for the roof deck, with a twenty- 
year built-up over two-inch rigid insula- 
tion. 

The engine test facility is scheduled for 
shakedown tests early in 1952. 

The gas dynamics facility (hypersonic 
wind tunnel), the second unit to be built 
at the Center, will be used for develop- 
mental tests of aircraft and guided mis- 
siles in the supersonic speed (speed up to 
five times the speed of sound, which is 
760 miles per hour at sea level) and the 
hypersonic (speed more than five times 
the speed of sound) ranges. It will have 
a compressor system which will require 
90,000 horsepower and will be useful in 
developing very high speed aircraft. 

While full-scale construction on this 
facility has not started yet, 1400 steel “H” 
piles for the foundation are being ob- 
tained from the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Co., of Nashville, Tenn., at a cost of ap- 
proximately $144,000. 

The gas dynamics facility will consist of 
a compressor building, a test office 
building, an intermittent tunnel building, 
and a hypersonic flight simulation build- 
ing. These buildings will be constructed 
of reinforced concrete foundations, steel 
framing, with exterior walls of brick 
wainscot and insulated metal panel sid-

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ing. The roofs will be constructed of in- 
sulated steel decking with twenty-year 
built-up roofs. 

The propulsion wind tunnel is the third 
main test unit to be constructed at the 
A.E.D.C. It will provide developmental 
testing of full-scale, operating ram-jet 
and turbo-jet power plants, just as they 
will be installed in missiles and aircraft. 
The propulsion wind tunnel is still in the 
design stage; but the Air Force has con- 
tracted with Westinghouse for a tremen- 
dous compressor-drive system, which will 
be the largest piece of rotating equipment 
in the world and which will require over 
200,000 horsepower to operate. 

The propulsion wind tunnel will include 
the motor drive building, the test section 
building, and the office building. The 
motor drive building and the test section 
building will be industrial type buildings, 
with reinforced concrete foundations, in- 
sulated metal panel siding, structural 
steel framing, with insulated steel roof 
decks and twenty-year built-up roofs. The 
office building will be similar to that of 
the office building for the engine test fa- 
cility, except that its size will be approxi- 
mately 15,000 square feet.

Virginia Makes Awards 
for $1,178,380 in Roads 


Contract awards totaling $1,178,380 for 


12 road and bridge projects and a high- 
way residency office building were an- 
nounced last month by the Virginia State 
Highway Commission. A $151,078 bid for 
work on Giles County Secondary Route 
730 was held for further action pending a 
slight reduction in the work to stay 
within the allocation available.

Huge Projects being Done by 
New Orleans Engineer Office 


Two veterans hospitals, two locks, a 
large dam and one floodway control 
structure are included in the current con- 
struction program being carried out by 
the New Orleans district of the Corps of 
Engineers, with a sixth project now in 
its early construction stages. 

The newest project is the Bayou Boeuf 
lock proposed in the vicinity of Morgan 
City, La. Texas Construction Co. last 
month submitted the low bid of $2,346,- 
210 for building the lock as one of the 
last steps in completion of the flood con- 
trol works below that St. Mary Parish 
town. 

Bayou Boeuf lock is a feature of the 
Atchafalaya basin floodway and is to pro- 
vide a navigation opening through the 
levee and to prevent floodwater dis- 
charged through the floodway from en- 
tering the bayou and overflowing adja- 
cent lands. It consists of two reinforced 
concrete gate bays with an earth cham- 
ber 1,117 feet long and 75 feet wide. 

Projects now being toward 
completion are the Morganza floodway 
control structure, Texarkana dam and 
reservoir, Algiers lock and canal, Cal- 
casieu lock and the veterans hospitals 
at Shreveport and New Orleans. This 
latter is a 500-bed facility now under way. 
The building at Shreveport, a 450-bed gen- 
eral medical institution was finished last

year. 

Work completed this year embraces 
four major projects—the Berwick lock 
located in the levee of the Berwick-Mor- 
gan City outlet of the Atchafalaya basin 
floodway, finished in September; the 
3ayou Sorrell lock, completed in July; 
the Catfish Point control structure for 
protecting rice growers of the Mermentau 
River basin, finished in April, and the 
Schooner Bayou control structure, also 
for guarding against salt water intrusion. 

The Morganza Floodway is one of three 
components of the Atchafalaya 
floodway system. This is designed to di- 
vert 1,500,000 cubic-foot-seconds of Missis- 
River floodwater through a short- 
cut to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Morganza floodway is designed to divert 
up to 600,000 the

It is a concrete weir structure, approxi- 
mately 4,000 feet in length, with 125 gated 
bays fitted with two-leaved, vertical-lift 
steel gates operated by two gantry cranes 
atop the structure. Embankment sections 
tie the structure ino the mainline Missis- 
sippi River levee. 

Work currently under way consists of 
3,998,200 cubic yards of embankment un- 
der contract to Grenada Dam Construc- 
tors of Grenada, Miss., scheduled for 
completion in March 1952; construction 
of 180,000 cubic yards of Phase II em- 
bankment under contract to J. B. Talley 
of St. Martinville, La., scheduled for 
completion in December 1951. 

Excavation of foundation and driving 
approximately 3,700 concrete foundation 
piles under contract to Raymond Con- 
crete Pile Co., of New York, N. Y., sched- 
uled for completion in November 1951; 
construction of the gated portion of the 
superstructure under contract to Farns-

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Cargo Wharf Announced 
for New Orleans 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
Port of New Orleans plans to build a new 
cargo wharf to occupy vacant waterfront 
space between Erato and Robin Street 
wharves. The Robin Street Wharf will be 
widened at its downstream end. 

Announcement of the projects was 
made by H. A. Sawyer, president of the 
Board, following the signing of an agree- 
ment giving the board clear title to the 
land. 

“This is the last vacant space along the 
riverfront between the Public Grain Ele- 
vator, at the upper end of the port, and 
the Industrial Canal,” Sawyer said. “Our 
urgent need for more wharves in New 
Orleans to meet the great post-war in- 
crease in shipping has led us to plan this 
terminal, and, now that the title has 
been obtained for the land, construction 
will get underway as quickly as possible.” 

Agreement for use of the space was 
reached after prolonged negotiations be- 
tween the board and the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railway and the Texas Pacific- 
Missouri Pacific Terminal Railroad. 

The railways had operated a rail ferry 
landing at this point on the Mississippi 
prior to 1942. It has not been used since 
trains of the two lines began using the 
Huey P. Long Bridge in 1942. 

A contract signed with the railroads 
in 1912 will be in part superseded by the 
agreement and conveyance signed today. 
A new city ordinance was recently passed 
to amend the one which established the 
ferry landing right nearly 40 years ago. 

The facility planned by the board will 
be a general cargo wharf about 900 feet 
long. The wharf will be served by rail- 
way tracks at the rear and will have a 
front cargo-handling platform (apron) 28 
feet wide. The rear apron will be 30 feet 
wide. The wharf will be called Thalia St. 
Wharf. 

The project is part of the $15,000,000 
construction program begun by the board 
in 1948 and later increased by plans ‘or 
a $5,000,000 addition to the public grain 
elevator. 


Conversion, Standby Plants 
Proposed for Gas Lines 

Construction of conversion and stand- 
by plants at strategic points along exist- 
ing natural gas pipelines is advocated by 
Frederic O. Hess, who last month retired 
as president of the Gas Appliance Manu- 
facturers Association. 

The plants, under the proposal, would 
be designed to make a coal gas contain- 
ing hydrogen for mixing with natural gas 
in order to augment supply, improve com- 
bustion performance and produce a “real- 
ly interchangeable standby gas” that 
would perform uniformly throughout a 
large area. 

Mr. Hess's conversion plant system is 
aimed at fortifying and coordinating 
American fuel supplies by using the na- 
tion’s immense coal reserves to produce 
gas for peak-load requirements. The plan 
is described as a proposal to “take ad- 
vantage of the fact that we can make gas 
from coal, gasoline from coal and oil 
from coal.”

Rehabilitation of production buildings 
at Maumelle Ordnance Works, near Little 
Rock, costing $125,000, is about half fin- 
ished. 

An expansion program for production 
facilities at the Pine Bluff Arsenal is 
about 15 percent complete. The total cost 
will be about $40,000,000. 

Several additions to the Barksdale Air 
Force Base facilities, Shreveport, La., are 
under way at a cost of $13,000,000. These 
include apron and runway paving, con- 
struction of a fire station, fueling system, 
barracks, communications building, and 
ammunition storage facilities. This work 
is three-fourths complete.

Two large dams, a highway bridge and 
a number of military projects are in- 
cluded in the current construction pro- 
gram of the Norfolk District of the Corps 
of Engineers, according to E. K. Jackson, 
chief of the construction division of that 
office. 

Buggs Island dam is finished and the 
powerhouse and switchyard there are ap- 
proximately 43 per cent finished. Reser-

the entire project by June of 1953. 

Philpott dam on the Smith River in 
northwest Virginia is also finished.

The Algiers alternate connection to the 
Gulf Intracoastal Waterway is being con- 
structed to relieve the congestion of traf- 
fic through the overloaded Harvey Lock, 
and to keep through east-west barge traf- 
fic out of the most crowded portion of 
the Port of New Orleans.

Calcasieu Lock is one of four structures 
constructed by the New Orleans District, 
Corps of Engineers, to protect the rice- 
growing area of the Mermentau River 
basin in southwestern Louisiana from salt 
water intrusion and to provide flood pro- 
tection to the area.

Newsprint may be de-inked and re-used 
under a proposal being promoted by John

De-inked paper was recently used by 
the Fort Worth Star-Telegram.

The world’s biggest fluid catalytic 
cracker, a giant 60,000 barrel per day re- 
fining unit, was officially put “on stream” 
last month at the Gulf Oil refinery, Port 
Arthur, Texas.

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H. K. Ferguson to Build 
Ferromanganese Project 


A contract to construct a new $1,000,- 
000 plant to produce ferromanganese, 
ferrosilicon and other alloys vital to the 
manufacture of steel has been awarded 
to H. K. Ferguson Co., industrial engi- 
neers and builders, by the newly-formed 
Tenn-Tex Alloy and Chemical Corp. 

The plant will occupy a 15-acre tract 
of land on the ship channel, at Houston, 
Texas. It will consist of two parallel 
buildings, each approximately 50 by 368 
leet, and several smaller structures. Floor 
space will approximate 40,000 square feet. 
The plant will be equipped with three 
electric furnaces and will produce ap- 
proximately 2,000 tons of refined metals 
a month.

Research Facilities 
Expanded on Nitro Plant 


Monsanto Chemical Co. is substantially 
expanding research facilities of its rubber 
service department plant at Nitro, W. Va. 

The building is part of a major ex- 
pansion program for the organic chem- 
icals division, according to John L. Gillis, 
its general manager. 

The new research facility will provide 


the local plant with an air-conditioned, 
two-story, brick and steel structure. The 
building will house laboratories, confer- 
ence rooms, offices and improved library 
and storage facilities for activities in the 
field of rubber and agricultural chem- 
icals, oil additives and synthetic deter- 
gents.

Caution: There is danger 
of breaking the fan blades using this 
method if more water than a one pound 
coffee can full is used at a time.

remained unchanged in the third quarter 
of the year. Improvement in methods and 
softening of prices of some materials 
were said to counterbalance limited 
prices and rate rises. 

George A. Bryant, president of that en- 
gineering and construction concern, said 
the inability to allocate steel for fourth 
quarter use is not only adding to the cost 
of essential projects but delays release 
of experienced construction men for other 
work. 

Reports from Atlanta indicate that 
prices on most of the important building 
materials in that area remained un- 
changed. Of six commodities in the lum- 
ber group, three increased, two declined 
and one remained unchanged. Two of ten 
items in the masonry group—sand and 
plaster—showed rises of three and two 
per cent; the other eight did not change. 

Value of construction put in place dur- 
ing October amounted to about $2,700,000,- 
000, a figure that is off five per cent from 
the September total and three per cent 
less than the aggregate for October of 
1950. 

During the first ten months of this year, 
according to the departments of com- 
merce and labor, new construction put 
in place throughout the country amount- 
ed to more than $25,000,000,000. This was 
two billion dollars more in value than for 
the same period of 1950. 

Construction came completely under 
the controlled materials restriction on 
October 1. When supplies of steel, cop- 
per and aluminum on hand before that 
date are consumed, the amount of con- 
struction that can now proceed will de- 
pend largely on allotments, say federal 
agencies
